Water, Water Water— 
But Where? 


The President’s Materials Policy 
(Paley) Commission concludes that 
“by 1975 access to good water may 
become the most important factor in 
deciding where to locate industries.” 

Especially are water resources im- 
portant to our industry. 

The Paley report contains some sig- 
nificant facts on the importance of 
water to a big industry. 

Industries in the United States 
used 80 billion gallons of water daily 
in 1950, or eight times as much as 
in 1900. 

By 1975, according to the commis- 
sion’s estimate, industry will require 
215 billion gallons a day, two and 
one-half times as much as is used 
today. 

Here are some interesting ex- 
amples of the use of water: 

1,050 gals. of water are needed to 
produce a barrel of aviation gasoline.

Air Conditioning ‘Steals’ NAHB Exposition 
As Builders’ Interest Reaches High Pitch 


CHICAGO—Air conditioning ‘“‘stole 
the show” at the ninth annual con- 
vention and exposition of the National 
Association of Home Builders which 
opened Jan. 18 at the Conrad Hilton 
hotel here. 

Exhibits of year-round residential 
air conditioning systems, and of room 
air conditioners, were attracting the 
greatest amount of attention from the 
estimated 15,000 home builders who 
were in attendance. 

“I'd say that our air conditioning 
equipment is getting from 10 to 15 
times as much attention as all of our 
appliances put together,” said one 
exhibitor who manufactures both air 
conditioning and appliance lines, and 
who was exhibiting both at the ex- 
position. 

There are many reasons why the 
builder’s interest in air conditioning 
is hitting such a high pitch. But per- 
haps the main reason was best ex- 
pressed by a veteran of the building 
trades, who put it this way: 

“Competition and a trend to a 
buyer’s market is beginning to make 
the speculative builder think a little 
bit about merchandising his homes. 
So he wants a ‘gimmick’ that will 
give his new houses that little some- 
thing extra—and he wants a brand 
new gimmick, not one that the public 
has heard all about before. 

“Now air conditioning fits the bill 
for that ‘something extra’ better 
than anything else around today— 
and that’s why he’s so doggone in- 
terested in it.” 

As the convention opened, NAHB 
headquarters released the results of 
a survey of 255 prominent builders, 
which showed that 104 of them, or 
almost 40%, declared that they will 
offer air conditioned homes to the 
buying public this year. Nine others 
indicated that they would do so if 
the system did not add too much to 
the cost of the house. 


How Much Will People Pay To 
Air Condition Their New Homes? 


RIGHT NOW manufacturers who can offer all-year-round air 
conditioning equipment for homes are intrigued by the specula- 


tive builders’ market. 


The architects and builders are intrigued, too. When a new 
home is designed around an all-year heating-cooling plant, many 
savings in construction costs can be made. (These were pointed 


out in a previous editorial.) 


Furthermore, “the bloom is off the rose” in the new homes 
market. Builders and architects need something different to at- 
tract purchasers and maintain at least a fairly high portion of 
the bonanza business they’ve been enjoying. Air conditioning 
seems like a dramatic answer to jaded appetites. 

However, when a prospective home buyer finds what an air 
conditioned home will cost him—for amortizing the equipment, 
paying for service calls, plus electric and water bills—he may shy 


away. 


And his enthusiasm wanes in direct ratio to the number of 
days he can turn on the cooling system. In other words, the 
present market is “hot” largely in climates like Texas, Arizona, 
and other areas which are warm a large part of the year. 

Biggest home builder of our age is the Levitt firm. Hear 
what Irwin Jalonack, Levitt’s technical director, has to say about 


residential air conditioning: 


“Every time you raise the price of the house $100 or $500, 
you eliminate some prospective purchasers. No one can dispute 
the fact that if you can air condition a house, it lends a great deal 
of appeal to it. What would the builder like? He would like to 
have the air conditioning for nothing. 

“Now .. . I don’t mean that we won’t pay for it. . . but let 
me highlight for a minute what I am talking about. 

“We put full insulation in our house, and we use double-glazed

A 
room thermostat provides automatic 
cooling temperature control, and 
there is a. manual switch for heating 
or cooling selection. 

The unit contains all of the me- 
chanism necessary for complete cool- 
ing, dehumidifying, filtering, and cir- 
culating the air. It is claimed that 
this type unit makes possible many 
savings in new building construction 
such as eliminating the need for 


costly features for cross ventilation. 

It is offered in 3 and 5-ton capacity 
sizes and is only 36 in. wide, 44 in. 
deep, and 50 in. high. It is housed in 
a sheet metal cabinet on a heavy 
angle iron frame and is finished in 
a gray lacquer. Snap-on type panels 
provide easy access to any part of 
the mechanism.

Chew on This 


Fear of modern technology and 
misunderstanding of its productive 
role underlie much of the world’s 
current uneasiness, a du Pont official 
believes. 

Henry B. du Pont insists that 
“technology is everybody's rich 
uncle.” 

But he notes that “the fruits of 
technological progress reach the pub- 
lic through the medium of American 
industry” and that thorough under- 
standing of all financial, technical 
and economic requirements are es- 
sential. Technology and _ industry 
“are almost synonymous,” he de- 
clares. “To praise technology and 
condemn industry .. . is like favor- 
ing education but condemning the 
university. 


“Colleges can clarify much of the 
misunderstanding of this process by 
broadening the educational back- 
ground of both students and faculty. 
Social scientists in the universities 
often ek ‘wuticient Seminical ‘Rack-

ground to follow industrial develop- 
ments, while engineers and physical 
scientists must learn to evaluate the 
human aspects of our civilization.” 

Students in liberal arts college 
should be required to include some 
technical studies in their curriculum, 
as engineers are required to have a 
certain minimum of social and clas- 
sical credits. 

The paradox of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury, Mr. du Pont observes, is that 
despite all of our progress, “we still 
find ourselves uneasy, dissatisfied, 
uncertain of the future.” 

There are many viewpoints as to 
the cause of this but “underlying 
each of them is a basic and very real 
misunderstanding —- misunderstand- 
ing of the role of technology in mod- 
ern life. And because of this mis- 
understanding there is suspicion, and 
fear, fear of the machine, fear of 
change, fear that a .few large corpo- 
rations could, through their tech- 
nology, dominate our whole economy.” 

He found that “technical considera- 
tions and the part that technology 
plays in our lives are frequently 
overlooked,” but declared: “To mis- 
judge technology, the most signifi- 
cant force of the age, is to turn our 
backs on the future.” 

On every campus there is oppor- 
tunity for everyone “to broaden his 
own thinking by exploring that of his 
associates.” 

“The schools of science and engi- 
neering must not overlook the liberal 
arts viewpoint through which we 
learn to evaluate the human aspects 
of our civilization. Those in the fields 
of history, sociology, economics, and 
political science must have a basic 
understanding and an appreciation of 
the part advancing technology has 
played and is playing in the develop- 
ment of the natven, 4d 
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Fear and misunderstanding of 
technology are found not only in 
education but other fields as well, 
particularly in government attitudes 
toward industrial development. 

By way of example, the du Pont 
Co. is now building a $40,000,000 
plant to manufacture “Dacron” 
polyester fiber, a new synthetic fiber 
climaxing a research and develop- 
ment program going back nearly 20 
years. This was a task “which could 
be done only by a firm having large 
resources,” he said, and to contend 
that “the size of a corporation should 
be limited, is to argue that the pub- 
lic should not be permitted to benefit 
from such technology.” 

Another fear is that advancing 
technology leads to monopolies and 
greater concentration within indus- 
tries while “as a matter of fact in- 
dustry is growing more competitive 
and not less.” 

As the result of technological ad- 
vances, there is “competition from a 
steadily increasing number of prod- 
ucts, processes, and materials in dif- 
ferent industries that compete with 
each other.” 

Lack of understanding is found in 
the preparation of classroom text- 
books in which “unrealistic thinking 
has become extremely apparent.” 
Many seem to draw their conclusions 
by weighing only one side of the 
story. 

Technology does create problems 
and obviously creates change, he 
commented. It is the greatest revo- 
lutionary in history, for it has had 
a more profound effect upon social 
custom and social reform than any 
legislation or any code of law. 

As a result of modern machinery 
created by technology, the average 
man today spends only about half 


as much of his life working as did

Glamour magazine’s job series, says 
a girl learns a lot behind the TV 
cameras, too. 

“One thing Barbara has learned 
for sure is not to use animals in TV 
commercials. 

“Her lesson started with a brain- 
storm she had about a live turkey 
for a Thanksgiving commercial. The 
gobbler turned out to be unaware of 
the difference between barnyard and 
studio etiquette. Barbara was held 
responsible and spent the evening 
cleaning up the studio floor. 

“Then there was the time the 
young director hired a dog, abso- 


lutely guaranteed to eat a certain 
brand of dog food. Fido got camera 
fright and gagged at the product. 
The guarantee was no help at all in 
placating the client. 

“It wasn’t an animal but an an- 
nouncer who put Barbara on the spot 
another time. The ‘tasty, fresh-from- 
the-oven’ baked goods to be used as 
props had not arrived from the spon- 
soring bakery. A helpful employe 
produced some dry as dust, leftover 
cookies as a substitute. 


“The cookies photographed per- 
fectly, but their dusty quality choked 
the announcer as he nibbled sup- 
posedly ecstatically. There went an- 
other sponsor. 


“Less wearing on the nerves and 
blood pressure are other things Bar- 
bara has learned working behind the 
cameras. She gets his story from the 
sponsor, works with the artist in his 
preparations, writes the story, checks 
the copy and set up production of 
the commercial. 

“Barbara then works with the an- 
nouncer, plans use of records or films, 
dreams up props (other than tur- 
keys) to be used, checks actual 
screening for errors, tabulates audi- 
ence response and keeps the sponsor 
happy—she hopes! 

“Barbara’s preparation for her be- 
hind the scenes job includes courses 
in English, radio, and journalism at 
Marymount college, Tarrytown, N. 
Y., where she received her B.A. de- 
gree. Experience with the Gleason 
family advertising agency in Detroit 
is valuable in her job, too.” 


3 of 4 Furniture Stores 
Stay Open Evenings 


CHICAGO — Seventy-five per cent 
of the furniture stores reporting in a 
survey conducted by the National Re- 
tail Furniture Association stay open 
at least one evening a week, the as- 
sociation reported recently. 

The NRFA survey also uncovered 
these facts: 

Of the stores not now open, 12% 
report a trend toward night openings. 

Eight out of 10 stores predict eve- 
ning hours soon. 

One out of two stores are now 
open one evening weekly. 

Saturdays, Mondays, and Fridays 
are the most popular evenings and 
these are the most productive days. 

One out of two stores stay open 
51 to 55 hours a week. 

Three out of four stores operate on 
a six-day basis. 

Evening openings attract a “more 
buying, less shopping” type of cus- 
tomer, says James C. Butler, director 
of the NRFA control and manage- 
ment division, who conducted the sur- 
vey. 

When man and wife shop together 
it is easier for the floor salesman to 
help them make a buying decision, 
he pointed out. 

He also commented that, “one 
stumbling block is the resentment 
many employes have toward evening 
work. While many stores try to meet 
the demand for a five-day week by 
staggering hours, they do not find 
this satisfactory because of the many 
problems which arise. Only one in 
nine stores reports using part-time 
help. 

“Most stores believe evening hours 
produce additional volume, particu- 
larly in shopping areas where hours 
are uniform. In sections where hours 
are not uniform, customers are con- 
dental ane employes ¢ are dissatisfied. “4

WASHINGTON, D. C.—AlIl indica- 
tions point to a banner year in 1953 
for the refrigeration and air condi- 
tioning industry, according to in- 
formation from the Refrigeration 
Equipment Manufacturers Associa- 
tion. 

John E. Dube, president of the as- 
sociation, said: “We expect 1953 to 
be a good year for the refrigeration 
and air conditioning industry. Any 
reasonable decline of general business 
should be offset by the growth factor 
of our industry. This is particularly 
true with the advent of all-year-round 
air conditioning of homes.” 


Indications Are That °53 Will 
Be 30% Better Than °52 


The year 1952 has seen an average 
increase of approximately 30% in 
the business of manufacturers over 
1951 and it is estimated that 1953 
will increase another 30% over 1952, 
according to reports and predictions 
made by individual manufacturers 
and reported to REMA. 

Residential air conditioning, both 
in the form of room coolers and air 
conditioning which is combined with 
the heating equipment, has shown 
rapid expansion during the past year. 
Over 20 manufacturers are entering 
the field of room air conditioners for 
1953, the association noted. 

J. F. Knoff, general sales manager, 
Airtemp Div. of the Chrysler Corp., 
stated: “The air conditioning indus- 
try is at the doorstep of a great 


opportunity provided good products, 
sound merchandising plans, and a 
carefully developed dealer organiza- 
tion are carried out by the manufac- 
turers who have been in this busi- 
ness and by those who are attempt- 
ing to enter this year.” 

From H. L. Laube, president of 
Remington Corp., came this report: 
“In our field, which is room air con- 
ditioners only, 1953 will be the larg- 
est year in the 80-year history of 
Remington, and the largest in the 
20-year history of room air condi- 
tioners for the entire industry. There 
is just no doubt about this.” 

Leonard H. Solomon, assistant to 
the president, and speaking for the 
Mitchell Mfg. Co., said his firm ex- 
pects room air conditioners ‘to make 
gigantic strides in sales increase in 
1953 and for many successive years. 

“This is indicated because of the 
extremely low present saturation of 
the market, and the fact that recent 
sales trends have indicated an untold 
demand. We anticipate that the win- 
dow-type room air conditioner will 
become the best selling item in the 
major appliance field.” 

Many of the largest manufacturers 
look for the largest industry gain in 
residential air conditioning. 

John W. York, sales manager, Ty- 
phoon Air Conditioning Co., Inc., in 
anticipation of a 40% increase in 
1953 sales, asserted: 

“We expect our greatest increase 
to be in the field of residential central 
heating and cooling units. The out- 


look for 1953 looks better than at any 
time in the past. Last summer’s heat 
wave, and a growing acceptance of 
air conditioning in general have 
brought air conditioning into a sharp 
prominence in all fields. 

“However, the biggest single factor 
should be mass public interest in air 
conditioning which, triggered by 
window unit popularity, is likely to 
take on the proportions of a major 
marketing development during 1953.” 


Fan Mfr. Looks for 
Keener Competition 


R. J. Erdman, general manager, 
Swift Mfg. Co., described the outlook 
as “fair, for the industry as a whole. 

“The advent of new names in the 
air conditioning field,” he commented, 
“will have a tendency to fill the 
vacuum created by last year’s carry- 
over demand. Cempetition will be 
keener and we look forward to a 
gradual tapering off in demand at the 
end of 1953.” 

Edward Kellie, president of Aminco 
Refrigeration Products Co., looks for 
“no great change” in the domestic 
or commercial field but sees window 
coolers “going to an all-time high.” 
He also cited the possibilities for 
package units for existing automo- 
biles, adding to the volume of busi- 
ness, and predicted more home air 
conditioning. 

Said Kellie: “It should all add up 
to the highest volume ever.”

Freezer Producer Looks 
For ‘Considerable Increase’ 


Declared W. F. Bakke, president of 
Sub-Zero Freezer Co., Inc.: “We look 
forward to a considerable increase in 
volume of freezers for 1953. I have 
been traveling from coast to coast 
recently, and I find the business out- 
look for refrigeration in the South 
is very good, especially in upright 
freezers and room air conditioners. 

“These two items seem to be 
uppermost in all dealers’ minds. I be- 
lieve we will see a very large volume 
in both of these items in 1953.” 

August G. Barkow, president of 
August G. Barkow Mfg. Co., Inc., 
believes 1953 will be “very good in 
the first quarter for both air condi- 
tioning units and freezers, with a 
tendency towards more stabilized 
business in the fall of the year.” 

Robert H. Bishop, president of R. 
H. Bishop Co., predicted: ‘The build- 
ing industry will slow down by 20%. 
Commercial refrigeration will slow 
down by 15%. Home freezers will in- 
crease by 10%. Household refrigera- 
tion will decrease by 10%.” 

R. J. Loudon, Loudon Mfg. & 
Sales Inc., had this opinion: ‘Com- 
mercial refrigeration will probably 
remain at the same level, but up- 
right freezers and home appliances 
will show an increase.” 

Manufacturers of _ refrigeration 
equipment for stores and food mar- 
kets also look with optimism upon 
the picture for 1953. 


Producer Sees 15% 
Increase In Fixture Sales 


Said E. A. Terhune, vice president 
of Fogel Refrigerator Co: “The com- 
mercial refrigerated fixture business 
should show an all-industry increase 
of about 15% in 1953 over 1952. Store 
display freezers with automatic de- 
frost, upright freezers, and ‘spot’ dis- 
play freezers will steadily increase 
in volume.” 

A. T. Tsoumas, vice president of 
Eskimo Kooler Corp., looks forward 
to 1953 as “a banner year for the re- 
frigeration industry. We have already 
made arrangements to increase our 
production by more than 25% to take 
care of this expected increase.” 

“It is our opinion,” observed R. D. 
Jacobs, vice president in charge of 
sales of the Warren Co., Inc., “that 
easing of government controls will 
encourage the building of more new 
stores in 1953 (provided the war 
situation does not get worse), and 
that the segment of the refrigeration 
industry in which we are a member 
will have a slightly larger volume 
than in 1952, and 1952 was pretty 
good.” ‘ 


Commercial Mfr. Sees 
‘Record-Breaking Year’ 


Jordon Refrigerator Co. stated: 
“We fully expect to achieve a record- 
breaking high in sales and production 
during 1953.” 

As Leon P. Krause, vice president 
of Coldin Cabinet Co., Inc., sees it, 
the large supermarket chains “will 
build more stores in 1953 than in 
1952 to take the bulk of the open- 
type equipment. The smaller stores 
will be further pushed into semi- 
self-service and they, too, will need 
new equipment. 

“This, in addition to the food freez- 
er plans and the need for reach-in 


and chest-type food freezers, should 
keep the manufacturers busy for the 
next two years.” 

Last year saw continued progress 
in the direction of larger and more 
complete soda fountain-luncheonette 
installations, REMA pointed out. 

“The application of mechanical re- 
frigeration has been enlarged to en- 
compass a more satisfactory, speedy, 
and sanitary service to the con- 
sumer,” the association said. ‘1953 
should see continued progress.” 

M. L. Finneburgh, general sales 
manager, Soda Fountain Div., Liquid 
Carbonic Corp. said: 

“In the confectionery and retail 
drug field, new and capable compe- 
tition has developed from the super- 
market and, therefore, better mer- 
chandising and individual store per- 
sonality will become greater factors 
in the success story of those who will 
meet this competition and hold their 
own satisfactory volume of business. 


Soda Fountain Costs 
May Rise 


“In all probability, there will be an 
increase in the cost of soda fountain- 
luncheonette equipment during 1953, 
due to the increases in labor rates 
during 1952. The durable goods in- 
dustry looks for a better year in 1953 
as against 1952. 

“From the standpoint of a retailer, 
it will not be so much a matter of 
change in economics as it will be the 
method of smart merchandising that 
will tell the progress and profit story 
for the average retail store in 1953 
as against 1952. We are confident 
that the business and profits will be 
there fér those who are aggressive.” 

Asserted Louis Weiss, president of 
Ideal Cooler Corp.: “The tremendous 
public interest manifested in air con- 
ditioning and freezers leads me to 
believe that there will be a substan- 
tial increase in the refrigeration in- 
dustry for 1953.” 

L. C. McKesson, vice president of 
Ansul Chemical Co., thinks business 
“should remain good on the whole. 
Look for some wholesaler casualties. 
Business will be more competitive.” 

Read W. Eldred, general sales man- 
ager, Paragon Electric Co., feels that 
the industry’s greatest increase for 
1953 will be in (1) room condition- 
ers, (2) dehumidifiers or air driers, 
(3) display cases, and (4) commer- 
cial air conditioning. 


Automatic Time Controls 
Outlook Is Good 


“Our further observation tends to 
indicate a continuing usage of auto- 
matic time controls and a broadening 
of their application. At this time we 
have more commitments covering 
larger quantities for 1953 than we 
had prior to 1952.” 

Paul H. Sullivan, executive secre- 
tary of the Commercial Refrigeration 
Manufacturers Association, speaking 
for that section of the industry, said: 

“Prospects for the first quarter are 
excellent and we expect to show a 
substantial increase of about 25% 
over the first quarter of 1952. 

“After that we expect to fairly 
well hold our gains without, however, 
any real expectation of 1953 exceed- 
ing 1952, due to the growing evi- 
dences of a recessionary character 
which are causing general concern. 

“Easing of construction restrictions 
by the government, plus the fact that 
food retailers’ profit margins are 
steadily narrowing due to the creep- 
ing paralysis of mounting costs, 
should bring about a greater demand 
for modernization of existing stores 
and the erection of new units.”

A total of $1,500,000 has been set 
aside in the budget for the work.

The plans to spend it in 
1954 will have to be approved by the 
city council in December of this year. 

C. DeWitt Coffman, executive di- 
rector of the Convention and Visitors 
Bureau of Philadelphia estimates that 
if the hall were air conditioned, the 
city would draw an additional $2,500,- 
000 to $3,000,000 a year in conven- 
tion business. 

“If we want this summer business, 
we will have to start getting it now,” 
he told the planning commission.

How Much Will People Pay To 
Air Condition Their New Homes?

| windows. We consider this costs us zero because if we didn’t do it, 
_ we would have to put that much money into the heating plant 
_ and the distribution system. . . 


“We use a paint that by ordinary standards costs three times 
as much as what you would think. It is probably the most durable 
and washable paint that is made, yet, because we don’t have to 
come back and use a separate paint to trim over the wood, it 
doesn’t cost us anything. .. . 


“The air conditioning manufacturer has got to turn his wits 
to get this thing developed, so that he combines heating and cool- 
ing, so that the cost of the cooling equipment is the same or very, 
very little more than what the cost of the heating would have to 
be. .. . The goal is zero. . . . Well, we might be able to pay a 
little more, $10 or something. . . . But $1,000 is out.” 


From the manufacturer’s standpoint these “project” sales 
(direct to builders) are good publicity, but little else. True, they 
reduce overhead “burden” by adding to manufacturing volume. 
But they are sold, usually, at near cost and sometimes less than 
cost. 

And they by-pass the dealer. From a long-term standpoint 
this is bad business, for two reasons: 


(1) Most builders don’t assume service obligations. By the 
time a typical builder finishes one “project” he’s out-of-sight, 
maybe hundreds of miles away, erecting another new community. 
And the manufacturer is left holding the bag. (There are a few 
locally-rooted exceptions.) If a dealer in the locality is called 
in to service these jobs—and they often require plenty of service 
—he all too humanly gets revenge by charging exorbitantly for his 
work. 

(2) Manufacturers can’t profit, in the long run, unless deal- 
ers profit. Nor can the industry grow unless more and more 
dealers can see a reason for specializing in air conditioning. 

C. E. Buchholzer, president of Chrysler Airtemp, has a differ- 
ent approach to the home air conditioning market. He sells only 
through his dealers. Moreover, he believes that the buyer of a 
new home is the poorest prospect for air conditioning. 


“Never is a man so broke,” he observes, “as when he pur- 
chases a new home. There’s the down payment. And all the ap- 
pliances like dishwashers and clothes dryers. The wife wants new 
drapes and carpeting and furniture. Every extra dollar is a strain. 

“After a man has been in his home for a few years, however, 
his head emerges from underneath the water. Then he becomes 
approachable for the next great boon to mankind, air condition- 
ing.” 

In the last five years 6,500,000 new homes were occupied. Mr. 


_ Buchholzer thinks this is a much better market than the 900,000 


which may be put up in 1953. 

Additionally, there are at least 47,000,000 older homes which 
can be air conditioned eventually. 

Chrysler—like many other firms—isn’t oblivious to the year- 
round home air conditioning system. All the pioneering manufac- 
turers believe in its future. But, it is assayed, more engineering 
development is indicated before it will come into its own as the 
tremendous business it promises to be. Initial price, operating 
costs, service charges—all must come down before millions will 
buy it. 
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Air Conditioning Sales 


Detroit 52 Volume Continues Above Average; 
Data May Indicate Leveling Off 


DETROIT—Air conditioning sales 
in Detroit continued at their above- 
average pace in 1952, it is revealed 
in a survey made by AIR CONDITION- 
ING & REFRIGERATION NEWS of in- 
stallation permits issued by the city’s 
Department of Buildings and Safety 
Engineering. 

Total for the year was 676 units. 
(The term “units’’ here means both 
package air conditioners and condens- 
ing units installed for remote or cen- 
tral systems. Window and console 
type room air conditioners are not in- 
cluded in these totals, except in a few 
isolated instances where installation 
permits are required by law.) 

The 1952 total is just a fraction off 
the 684 units installed during 1951, 
but is well above the seven-year aver- 
age of 616. 

Yearly totals for Detroit since 
World War II are as follows: 


266 in 1946 

423 in 1947 

673 in 1948 

710 in 1949 

883 in 1950 

684 in 1951 

676 in 1952 

The figures for 1951 and 1952 per- 
haps indicate that air conditioning 
sales in Detroit have leveled off some- 
what. Last year when the 1951 figures 
showed a drop of 199 units from the 
record-breaking total of 883 units 
chalked up in 1950, it was assumed 
that the relatively cool weather that 
had prevailed throughout the normal 
selling season in 1951 was largely 
responsible for the drop. 


Another factor cited to account for 
the 1951 fall-off was a two-month 
public transportation strike in De- 
troit during late spring which cut 
sharply into the sales and income of 
many retail establishments and as 
a result curtailed their purchases of 
air conditioning. 

These factors, however, have no 
bearing on the difference between 
the 1950 and 1952 sales. As for the 
weather, 1952 was one of the hottest 
summers on record, a fact sharply 
reflected in zooming sales of window 
type air conditioners and _ service 
calls on refrigeration and air con- 
ditioning equipment. 

And general business conditions 
were good in Detroit during the nor- 
mal selling season, although at the 
beginning of the year many persons 
were unemployed due to conflicting 
dislocations between defense and 
civilian production, as will be re- 
called. 

Total horsepower of air condition- 
ing equipment was off somewhat 
from the 1951 figures also. The total 
in 1952 was 5,411 hp., compared with 
6,146% in. in 1951 and 8,378 hp. in 
1950. 

The accompanying tables and 
charts show the sales by month for 
the past four years; sales by sizes 
for the past three years; a compari- 
son by makes of units for 1951 and 
1952; a breakdown according to num- 
ber of jobs installed by each con- 
tractor; and a tabulation showing

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IN FOUR of the seven full years since World War II, air conditioning sales in Detroit have 
been close to the 700 line, and even though sales in 1951 and 1952 were down from the 
record 1950 total, they remained above the seven-year average, as the graph shows.

In the table which compares the 


sales by sizes, it will be observed that 
the 5-hp. size is by far the largest 
in terms of units. There were 279 
units in the 5-hp. size sold during 
1952. 

Although no attempt was made to 
determine exactly how many of these 
279 were self-contained package units 
and how many were merely 5-hp. 
condensing units installed for remote 
or central systems, a check of the city 
permits would indicate that probably 
95% or more in this size are pack- 
aged units. 

The same would undoubtedly apply 
to the 3-hp. size, of which 126 were 
installed during 1952, and 151 7'-hp. 
machines which went in. Many of the 
43 10-hp. units and 19 15-hp. units

Figuring Residential Loads 


Use of Storm Sashes, Shade from Awnings, Color of Walls, and Whims 
Of Residents Make Home Air Conditioning Problems Vary from Commercial 


MIAMI, Fla.—There’s a great deal 
of difference between estimating air 


conditioning loads and_ installing 
equipment in a residence and in a 
commercial establishment, Lee A. 


Miles, refrigeration engineer for the 
Mueller Co., informed the Refrigera- 
tion Service Engineers Society here 
recently. 

Speaking at that group’s fifteenth 
annual convention, he pointed out 
that there is no short form method 
for figuring loads for domestic air 
conditioning. The salesman must de- 
pend a great deal upon his past ex- 
perience. If he doesn’t have enough 
experience, he should send complete 
information on his prospect’s home 
to the manufacturer and have him 
size the equipment for the job. 

The quick form prepared by the 
National Warm Air Heating Associa- 
tion, Miles noted, is designed to give 
the customer a quick estimate of 
what it might cost to have his house 
air conditioned. 

But there are too many factors in- 
volved to provide an accurate figure 
by this method. For the man ready 
to buy, the salesman should send a 
floor plan of the home and complete 
information about the building to the 
manufacturer of the equipment he 
intends to use. 

Miles then outlined a number of the 
factors involved. 


Sun Effect Important 


In domestic air conditioning, he as- 
serted, the heat passing through the 
walls and the sun effect on the walls 
are the most important heat loads 
involved. 

Thus the floor plan the salesman 
sends to the manufacturer must in- 
clude location of doors, windows, con- 
struction materials used, size of 
rooms, color of the wails, and insula- 
tion. 

An uninsulated wall, he noted, has 
a K factor of 0.27, while an insulated 
wall has a K factor of 0.062. An un- 
insulated wall will allow 135% more 
heat to pass through it than an in- 
sulated wall. You can see the effect 


Miles did not recommend baseboard 
or cold wall outlets for air condition- 
ing because the cold air will stay 
on the floor and create drafts. 

However, they could be used, he 
declared, if the air is properly de- 
flected so that it moves up the wall 
to the ceiling and outward around 
the room to prevent drafts. Proper 
deflection is particularly important if 
the salesman plans to use the warm 
air heating distribution system for 
air conditioning. 

Miles recommended that the sales- 
man stay with high wall or ceiling 
registers for air conditioning. 


Unit Has To Be Quiet 


In domestic work, he said, “air 
noise must be low because it is more 
noticeable in the quiet of the home, 
particularly at night. To reduce the 
noise level, hold air movement below 
500 f.p.m.,’”’ he advised. 

“Never introduce air into a room 
at more than 20° F. less than room 
air. If the difference is more than 
this, condensation will form on the 
cold air grille and run down the wall 
or drip from the ceiling. 

“Duct sizes should be such that 
1,000 f.p.m. or less is maintained in 
the main duct and 750 f.p.m. in the 
side ducts,”’ he asserted. 

Placing the cooling equipment in 
the cold air return will give satisfac- 
tory operation, he declared, but it is 
not recommended. It will rust out 
the heat exchanger in the furnace 
and shorten the life of the heating 
equipment. 


Miles suggested that the air con- | 


ditioning installation man use either 
a by-pass system or reheat system 
for air entering a room. The reason 
for this, he said, is that sometimes it 


is necessary to have as high as a | 


30° temperature drop over the cool- 
ing coil. When this occurs, you need 
a by-pass or reheat system to get the 
conditioned air to within 20° of the 
room air. 

By repeated passes over the cool- 
ing coil, you will bring the humidity 
of the by-passed air down to the de- 


ture to our prospects. We are selling 
comfort.” 

It is also important to see that the 
electrical supply and drain sizes are 
adequate to handle the load imposed 
by the new equipment. In domestic 
work, he maintained, the addition of 
three or five horsepower in the home 
may have a serious effect on the elec- 
trical supply. 

Also make sure that the water re- 
quirements of the home as well as 
that of the air conditioning equip- 
ment are considered when figuring 
on water supply. The manufacturer 
will furnish the figures on the amount 
of water needed by the air condition- 
ing equipment. 

One of the big trouble spots in 
domestic air conditioning, Miles said, 
is dirty filters. If the equipment will 
not move enough air to handle the 
heat load, the temperatures will rise. 
Dirty air filters are the chief cause 
of this coniplaint. Too slow a fan is 
another cause, 


Use Filter for Summer System 


“Never run summer air condition- 
ing equipment without filters,” Miles 
warned. “If you do, dirt will gather 
on the cooling coil and make a coil 
cleaning job necessary.” 

He added that if you do, the sys- 
tem will not be performing all the 
functions it is supposed to and would 
just recirculate dirt into the room. 

“If you can’t see light through the 
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filter when it is held up to the win- 
dow, it is time to replace it,” Miles 
asserted. 

He declared that blower belts 
should be tight enough to start the 
blower but not tightened too much. 
If they are, they will wear out the 
bearings. 

Make sure, he advised, that the 
motor and motor pulley are not out 
of line. If they are, it will cause the 
belt to slap and result in unneces- 
sary noise. 


Dampers Throw System 
Out of Balance 


Another problem that arises in do- 
mestic air conditioning is the cus- 
tomer shutting off dampers. When 
she shuts off the cooling on one room 
because Aunt Minnie doesn’t like 
air conditioning, or some such reason 
~-she throws the system out of bal- 
ance. She puts an additional load on 
the remaining ducts, making the rest 
of the house cooler and cutting the 
capacity of the system. And then she 
feels that the air conditioning system 
isn’t working right. 

After his talk, Miles was asked 
where he puts the cooling tower for 
a 3 or 5-ton installation. He said he 
would put it out on the lawn or near 
the house. He commented that in 
areas where lots of air conditioning

Another suggestion came from the 
floor that the cooling tower could be 
put in the basement or the attic as 
long as it was vented to the outside. 

What about a vapor barrier? Miles 
suggested that the servicemen get 
as good a vapor barrier as they 
could, but “don’t let the plumber, 
electrician, or carpenter cut holes in 
it.”

“If you will dry the air, the cus- 
tomer will be comfortable at higher 
temperature levels than he would 
with a lower temperature. We recom- 
mend a 15° F. temperature difference 
between inside and outside air. 

“We have made checks and have 
found that the customer doesn’t care 
if the temperature varies in differ- 
ent parts of the house, just so he is 
comfortable. Sometimes he doesn’t 
even know there are temperature 
differences until we make a check. 
He will tell you that the temperature 
is the same all over when there are

freezing shut,” and three utility door 
shelves for small packages. 

These three door shelves are 
labeled “Juice Bank,” ‘Tomorrow,” 
and “Left Overs,” and are planned 
primarily for those convenient uses, 
the company pointed out. 

Addition of the “Upright 20” to 
the Ben-Hur line is said to give deal- 
ers a size range which covers 88% 
of all freezers sold. It includes a 20- 
ft. chest model in addition to the 
upright, along with other’ chest 
models in 9, 13.2, and 16.8-cu. ft. 
capacities. 

All of Ben-Hur’s 1953 chest-type 
freezers have been redesigned to in- 
corporate new features. 

“One of the important refinements,” 
the company said, “is the ‘Desert-Dri’ 
cabinet design. This feature elimi- 
nates condensation on the outside of 
the freezer cabinet. 

“The new design has placed the 
condenser coils in the freezer walls 
where the heat taken out of the food 
compartment is dissipated to the 
outer surface of the freezer chest. 

“This offsets any tendency of the 
freezer shell toward coolness and re- 
sultant ‘sweating,’ even under ex- 
treme conditions of temperature and 
humidity. 

“By unwinding the coils from their 
conventional ‘radiator’ arrangement 
the need for a high speed cooling fan 
and large grille opening to admit 
cooling air is eliminated. 

“Consequently the grille has been 
replaced with a scarcely noticeable 
louvered panel at the side. The only 
fan in the 1953 Ben-Hur chest freez- 
er is a small, deep-thrust one used 


only to circulate air around the com- 
pressor. 

“New ‘Flexi-Flo’ counterbalanced 
cover design insures a cold-tight seal 
between the cover and the chest it- 
self, and avoids any possibility of 
cover distortion and loss of sealing 
efficiency. Demonstrations have 
shown that shutting the door on a 
block as thick as a dinner plate has 
no effect on its perfect alignment.

Removal of the former open grille 
at the front has given Ben-Hur chest 
freezers a “sleeker, cleaner, more 
smartly-styled appearance,” it was 
noted. All models are accented in 
two-tone blue—the original Ben-Hur 
blue trim and “ice blue” interiors.

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G-E Distributors To 
Receive Plans for 
Young America Homes 


LOUISVILLE, Ky.—-Plans for five 
Young America homes with General 
Electric equipped kitchen-laundries 
have been made available to G-E 
major appliance distributors by the 
company’s Home Bureau. 

The program represents an expan- 
sion of that started last year when 
plans for a two-bedroom house and 
a three-bedroom house were made 
available. 

More than 50 of these homes were 
erected by individual builders in 1952. 
George D. Kobick, manager of the 
Home Bureau, said he expects some 
500 of the Young America homes will 
be built this year. 

The 1953 plans include the two 
homes designed last year and three 
additional three-bedroom homes. One 
of the new homes features split-level 
construction, another a combined 
kitchen-laundry, and the third is de- 
signed for a narrow lot. The homes 
were designed by Victor Civkin. 

The plans were drawn with an eye 
to providing maximum livability, effi- 
ciency, and attractiveness, Kobick 
said. 

“The five different types of homes,” 
he continued, “offer a variety of plans 


‘| from which the builder can choose. 


Also, because the plans call for homes 
varying in living area from 975 to 
1,400 sq. ft., the builder has a choice 
of prices, all within a moderate in- 
come bracket.” 

The homes will be built and 
equipped by individual builders under 
arrangements made with G-E major 
appliance distributors. The General 
Electric Co. and its major appliance 
distributors will promote the home- 
building plan nationally and locally, 
as was done last year. 

Depending on local conditions, the 
homes may be built with or without 
| basements. Variations in exterior 
| treatment also can be effected.

(Concluded from Page 1, Column 4) 
limit air conditioning to their higher- 
priced homes, generally above $20,000, 
or would include it only as ane‘op- 
tional” feature at extra cost. 

The overwhelming majority of 
those who will offer it, however, plan 
to offer the extra convenience and 
comfort of built-in air conditioning as 
standard equipment in their middle- 
priced housing. 

One Bronx, N. Y. builder said he 
will air condition a low-priced hous- 
ing project he is erecting this year. 
A Jacksonville, Fla. builder said he 
plans to do the same thing in single 
family houses priced as low as 
$10,000. 

Builders in San Antonio, Oklahoma 
City, and Louisville reported plans to 
air condition up to half the houses 
they erect this year. The Tulsa Home 
Builders Association said that about 
1,500 air conditioned homes priced be- 
tween $14,500 and $18,500 are 
planned for that area this year. 

Builders attending the NAHB ex- 
position were obviously trying to 
soak up as much information as pos- 
sible about the methods and problems 
of air conditioning homes. They want 
low costs and compact units that 
take up a minimum of space, and 
they are also asking sharp questions 
about installation costs and main- 
tenance costs and problems. 

However, the better builders realize 
that systems of inadequate capacity 
can give them a black eye and ruin 
their reputation, and some builders 
from the Deep South declare that 
some sad experiences with inadequate 
whole-house year-round systems have 
led them to thinking about giving 
consideration to room air condition- 
ers as a possibly more satisfactory 
answer from the user’s viewpoint. 

Following are brief descriptions 
of the exhibits at the NAHB exposi- 
tion which displayed some types of 
air conditioning equipment: 

American-Standard: To its display 
of its ‘Mayfair’ low-height summer 
air conditioner, which matches up with 
its “Seneca” winter air conditioner, 
has been added the Magne-Filter air 


evaporator is installed in one 16-in. 
space, the condenser in the other, 
each with a_ separate blower. A 
“blister” off of the outside wall 
houses the compressor. Air outlet on 
the interior wall is at the top, re- 
turn at the bottom. By means of a 
reversing valve, the cooling coil be- 
comes a heating coil in the winter. 

Fedders-Quigan Corp.: New push- 
button room air conditioners, provid- 
ing “Hi-Lo” speeds for both cooling 
and ventilating, were shown by 
Fedders-Quigan Corp. 

Frigidaire: First showing of the “in- 
sides” of the new Frigidaire year- 
round residential system (described 
in detail elsewhere in this issue) 
marked the Frigidaire exhibit. 

General Electric: Emphasized in the 
G-E Air Conditioning Dept. display 
was the “wall model” year-round 
units, which are said to utilize only 
8 sq. ft. of space, and which can 
readily be fitted into a wall area. 
With 13 basic models of heating and 
cooling sections, some 250 different 
combinations can be realized to meet 
nearly any requirement of capacity- 
plus-size. In the display, one combi- 
nation was shown behind sliding wall 
panels, demonstrating how installa- 
tion can be made in a living area 
without disturbing the decor. 

L. J. Mueller Furnace Co.: Some- 
thing new in the way of a room air 
conditioner is the Mueller “Climatrol” 
type 910 recessed summer conditioner. 
This is a self-contained cooling unit, 
which can be installed in any out- 
side wall (usually under a window). 
It is designed to fit in two standard 
stud spaces without extra carpentry 
work. Interior casing is 28 in. high, 
and looks like a modern under-the- 
window convector. 

Unit is designed primarily with the 
thought of cooling radiant heated 
homes, slab homes, or residences 
where it might not be practical to 
provide a central summer system. 

Perfection Stove Co.: An easily as- 
sembled year-round air conditioning 
system with cooling components easi- 
ly removable for repair or replace- 
ment, was shown by Perfection Stove 


in its display at the Congress hotel. 

Philco Corp.: Its new “reverse cycle” 
room air conditioner which provides 
both cooling and heating in a window 
air conditioner, was spotlighted in 
the Philco display of room air con- 
ditioners. Interest was centered in 
the fact that the switch from cooling 
to heating or vice versa is accom- 
plished by a single knob control. 

Servel, Inc.: Introduced by Servel, 
Inc. at the Builders’ Exposition was 
its new 2-ton direct-fired all-gas year- 
round air conditioning system, with 
a 72,000 B.t.u. heating output rating. 
This model is marked by compact 
construction, and a simple “lever” 
type manual changeover control, from 
the heating to the cooling cycle or 
vice versa. 

O. A. Sutton Corp.: Its 1953 line of 
room air conditioners, with new con- 
trol and styling features, was ex- 
hibited by the O. A. Sutton Corp. 

Typhoon Air Conditioning Co., Ine.: 
Typhoon showed the only full-size 
residential heat-pump type  year- 
round residential air conditioning sys- 
tem at the exposition (excluding the 
demonstration model shown by 
American Brass). It also showed 
year-round residential systems of con- 
ventional design. Officials indicated 
that they will soon announce a new 
year-round model that will include 
special and unusual design features. 

Viking Air Conditioning Corp.: De- 
signed for use (at present, at least) 
for original equipment manufacturers 
is the new Viking Air Conditioning 
Corp. “summer air conditioning as- 
sembly” consisting of condensing 
unit, cooling coil, blower, and con- 
necting duct section for existing fur- 
nace ducts. A feature of the assembly 
is the construction of the condensing 
unit and cooling coil section on a 
separate “pull out” frame which can 
be taken out and sent away for re- 
pairs, and another such section sub- 
stituted. 

Westinghouse (Sturtevant Div.): A 
compact summer air conditioning 
system for homes with a 3-ton ca- 
pacity, assembled with a home Preci- 
pitron cleaning unit rated at 1,200 to 
1,500 c.f.m., was shown by Westing- 
house, Westinghouse is making avail- 
able the condensing unit and cooling 
coil section as a separate package.

semble for year-round conditioning. 

Bryant Heater: A year-round air 
conditioning system, in the form of 
a separate summer air conditioner 
cabinet matched up with a winter air 
conditioning system, and known as 
the ‘“Command-Aire Twins,” was 
shown by Bryant Heater Div., Affili- 
ated Gas Equipment, Inc. The sum- 
mer unit is available in 2, 3, and 5- 
ton capacities. The 2-ton and 3-ton 
units are full hermetics; the 5-ton 
unit is a semi-hermetic. Bryant also 
showed a “duct air conditioner,” a 
cooling system constructed on a hori- 
zontal plane designed for connection 
to a’duct system in a space that of- 
fers a minimum of height. 

Carrier Corp.: Its compact “Resi- 
dential Weathermaker” was featured 
by Carrier Corp., which emphasized 
that this year-round conditioner oc- 
cupies less than 10 sq. ft. of floor 
space, and is a single factory-built 
package that goes through a stand- 
ard 29-in. doorway. Builders were 
shown how it is possible, by means 
of a dampering arrangement and de- 
sign of the unit, to use a single fan 
to direct the air over the heating coil 
or cooling coil, as conditions require. 

Chrysler Airtemp: A 3-ton year- 
round residential system . featuring 
the new, compact, 4-cylinder radial 
Airtemp compressor was featured, 
together with the new 3-ton sealed 
water saver. The latter, it was ex- 
plained, when filled with an anti- 
freeze solution and distilled water, 
could mean a permanent solution to | 
the water supply problem for con- 
densing purposes. 

The Coleman Co.: The “Blend-Air”’ 
year-round home air conditioning sys- 
tem, connected up with its new 
“Aqua-Miser” evaporative condenser, 
was featured by Coleman. The “Aqua- 
Miser” which is designed for outdoor 
installation, is aimed at cutting water 
costs to a minimum figure. 

Conco Engineering Works: Some- 
what different in design is the year- 
round system which Conco was show- 
ing, consisting of a conventional oil- 
or-gas fired furnace, plus a refrig- 
eration condensing unit and_ coil 
mounted in a low, separate compart- 
ment on the same base. A damper 
arrangement controlling the air flow 
in the base provides the switch from 
cooling to heating. 

Electrigilas Corp.: A “heat pump” | 
that fits into the 16-in. stud space in 
conventional building structure, and 
which has suitable cooling capacity 
for a single room. was demonstrated 
in the Electriglas Corp. exhibit. The

Refrigeration Problems 


and their solution

What's Your Phobia? 


Almost any service manager of 4 
dealer or distributor who has as 
many as five or six servicemen will 
tell you that at least one of them 
habitually changes more of one cer- 
tain part or accessory than any of 
the other men, perhaps two or three 
times as many. 


CHANGING EXPANSION VALVES 


One of the favorites is the expan- 
sion valve. Some men are inclined to 
blame the expansion valve for almost 
any lack of refrigeration condition. 
As a result, their job sheets show that 
they change a far larger number of 
expansion vaives than the other men 
in the crew, who are servicing the 
same types of equipment. 

Undoubtedly, a lot of those valves 
needed changing. Perhaps that man 
found some valves that actually 
needed changing, but were or would 
have been overlooked by some of the 
other men. Nevertheless, there is little 
doubt but that many of the valves 
he changed, did not need changing. 

Perhaps he could have saved some 
of those valves by taking them off 
and washing them out with a little 
alcohol (not carbon tet) and then 
blowing them out well with refriger- 
ant. This will often cure a valve that

has been acting “‘sticky’’ due to some 
gum, wax, or sludge in it-—-or even 
a little water. At the present prices 
of valves, it pays to save them. 


COMPRESSOR VALVES AND SEAL 


Another favorite is the discharge 
or suction valves of the compressor. 
Some men seem to find more leaky 
discharge valves or “slow-pumpers” 
than any of the rest of the crew. 
Again, perhaps some of the compres- 
sors that he changed really should 
have been changed, but would have 
been overlooked and left on by men 
who were less suspicious of compres- 
sor valves. 

Seal leaks is another, but now de- 
clining “pet.”’ Many a seal has been 
changed unnecessarily, simply be- 
cause the compressor crankcase had 
a little oil on it underneath the seal. 
It is characteristic of some seals to 
“weep” a little oil; it does not always 
mean the seal leaks refrigerant. 


The installation may have been 
low on charge, and the serviceman 
very correctly concluded that there 
was a leak somewhere. If, after 
searching carefully, he was unable to 
locate the leak elsewhere, it was easy 
for him to convince himself that it 
just had to be the seal, especially if 
that seal happened to be a “weeper,” 
although perfectly innocent of leak- 
ing refrigerant. 

Oil around the seal is undoubtedly 
a cause for some suspicion, but the 
seal should not be too quickly blamed 
just because the leak cannot be 
readily found elsewhere. (A low oil 
level of the compressor is frequently 
the cause of a temporary seal-leak. 
Bringing the oil up to its proper level 
often prevents changing the seal.) 


ADDING REFRIGERANT 


Then of course, there is the man 
whose remedy is too apt to be to 
“give it a shot”-—to add refrigerant. 
His early experience may have been 


with high-side float systems, which 
have a “balanced charge.” The 
amount of charge in such a system 
(this also applies to capillary tube 
systems) is quite critical. 

A few ounces of refrigerant under- 
charge and the evaporator may be only 
partially active, the unit runs far too 
much (or short cycles if controlled 
by a low pressure control) and re- 
frigerator temperatures are high. Too 
much refrigerant in a high-side float 
system, and the machine runs too 
much, head pressures are high, the 
motor labors, and the suction line 
frosts back. 

These symptoms on some other 
type of system do not necessarily and 
in fact often do not result from these 
causes—-undercharge or over charge. 
But it is easy to get into the mental 
habit of depending on adding refrig- 
erant for most troubles. 

If each of us will study our own 
experiences, we will probably find 
that we too are prone to do things 
by habit. We get into mental ruts, 
and it is easier to stay in a rut than 
it is to get out of it on the level road. 

Ruts are useful sometimes, to allow 
us to keep going along in routine 
actions while releasing our conscious 
minds to constructive and_ useful 
thought. Then we call them skill or 
dexterity. But ruts are bad if they 
keep us from thinking independently 
on matters that require analysis and 
judgment. 

There are some habitual suspicions 
that can well be encouraged: Is the 
condenser clean? Is the motor oiled? 
Are the belts properly adjusted? Is 
the head-pressure too high? How is 
the air circulation around the con- 
denser and the evaporator? Is the 
suction pressure too low in compari- 
son with the refrigerator tempera- 
ture? How is the compressor oil 
level? These and some similar habits 
of suspicion we can profitably en- 
courage.

“So” you say, “what is your 
phobia?" We confess that we have 
one. In fact, we have two that we 
are aware of. 

(1) Throughout the years we have 
become habitually skeptical that the 
evaporator is as fully fed as it could 
be and should be. You will be sur- 
prised how often this is true and how 
often the expansion valve can be 
opened a little more (lower super- 
heat adjustment) and still not cause 
frost-out on the suction line. 

A more fully fed evaporator makes 
more of its surface active, and this 
results in less temperature difference 
between the evaporator and the foods, 
lower food temperatures and better 
humidity conditions. 

Also, a more fully fed evaporator 
raises the suction pressure, increases 
the compressor capacity and effi- 
ciency and cuts the running time and 
the cost of operation. 

So if you have to have a phobia, 
the “fully fed evaporator phobia” 
isn’t a bad one. If you have one of 
the phobias cited in the earlier para- 
graphs, trade it in on the “fully fed 
evaporator phobia.” You'll like it 
better. 

(2) Our other phobia is pressure 
drop; and the malady seems to be 
getting worse. We seem to be increas- 
ingly obsessed with this thief of ca- 
pacity, efficiency, and good operating 
conditions. We frequently interpret 
evidence to mean excessive pressure 
drop in liquid lines, suction lines, and 
evaporators. Or could it be that pres- 
sure drop is more prevalent than for- 
merly; that less care is being given 
to preventing it?
